The 
government’s measures for the res- 
toration ‘of France’s finances were 
finally voted early this morning by 
the Chamber of Deputies and Sen- 
ate, 300 to 155. 

The Chamber of Deputies rose 
at 4:40 o'clock this, Sunday morne- 
ing. It will recomvene April 20. 

The Senate adjourned until 
April 12. 

‘Hope of stabilization seemingly 
was reSponsible for the compro- 
mise reached by the two houses, 
although for a time tobacco creat- 
ed a deadlock.

Victory for Briand. 

Passage of finance measures dé@- 
signed to balance the budget rep- 
resents a signal victory for Premier 
Briand and for M. Peret, his Fi- 
nance Minister. M. Briand ré- 
turned as Premier just as the 
League Assembly met at Geneva, 
March 8, after having been defeat- 
ed by the same chamber which has 
finally passed in a modified form 
the measures with which the 
French Government hopes to re- 
lieve the finaneial crisis and stab- 
ilize the franc. 

The business turnover tax, which 
supplanted the tax on payments 
was modified so as to apply only 
to jobbers and wholesale traders. A 
poll tax and an increase in the 
custom tariff are other features. 
Action on the ofl monopoly also 
was postponed. 

Herriot Gave Support. 

Three finance ministers, Louis 
Loucheur, Joseph Calfllaux and M. 
Doumer, were allowed to disappear 
from office by M. Briand to make 
possible the adoption of the 
measures for which he had fought 
stubbornly for three months. 

.Passage of the measures was 
made possible by two factors. A 
Socialist caucus had decided to ab- 
stain from voting and Edouard 
Herriot threw his personal support 
to the government and marshalled 
enough Radical Soclallst votes to 
carry the day.

Oklahoma. — Out 
here in the Osage 
Nation Colonel Bill 
Easley had a dream 
of empire. He saw 
himself enthroned 
as a cattle king. On 
a hilltop he built a 
great stone man- 
sion, from which he 
could look down 
over his acres ‘of lowland meadows and ont 
over his acres of hillside pasture. These 
should be dotted with thousands of red beef 
cattle. And he would establish a dynasty. 
There Bill would live: and his wife, Mar- 
garet, and their children and their chil- 
dren's children, 

Bill was a pioneer and a patriarch. He 
was a frontiersman and a fighter. He was 
generous and a bitter-hating two-gun man. 
And his dream bas failed because Bill Eas- 
ley’s mind could not bridge the gap in cus- 
toms that his 66 years of life had spanned. 

He knew but one way to settle an argu- 
ment. It wasn’t the way the courts have 
made. Yet on the steps of Washington 
County Courthouse here in Bartlesville, 
early in March, the Colonel met his son-in- 
law, Clem Binning, with whom he had 


“‘blood-fteud. The two fought it out and the 


old gunfighter fell, his heart stilled by a 
rifle bullet his son-in-law had sped. 

Two years ago. the two had clashed with 
guns. Bill Easley then sent Clem Binning's 
brother, Dell, into eternity, and another of 
his bullets creased the fat on Clem’s ab- 
domeu and punctured the young man’s 
shooting arm. There are two versions of 
that trouble. Clem calis the killing of his 
brother murder. But Easley, when they 
tried him for the killing over at Pawhuska, 
had little trouble in convincing a jury he 
had fired in self-defense. 

Money was at the bottom of the trouble. 
Clem Binning charges that Bill Easley had 
robbed his daughter, Mary, who is now 
Clem Binning’s wife, of many thousand 
doliars. 

“He started talking money. That’s all I'd 
hear. The man was money crazy. We got 
to quarreling and he called me names. I 
shoved him away. He hit at me and I 
knocked him down. Then I ran for my car 
and he came up, shooting. And he mur- 
dered my brother. Where I come from we 
don't forget a thing like that.” Thus speaks 
Clem. 

Margaret Easley, Bill's widow, tells a dif- 
ferent version of the shooting that cost Dell 
Binning his life. Bill killed Deil when the. 
brother was aiming a gun at the old fron- 
tiersman, she says, and he winged Clem Bin- 
ning when the latter had taken the weapon 
from his brother's hand to continue the 
fight. Then Clem ran. 

“'Follow him, Mag,’ Bill called,’ she 
said. ‘‘I think I've killed them both.’ ”’ 
And the widow adds this word: ‘It would 


have saved us trouble if he had.”’

even Binning’s attorneys that the old 
man intentionally took one cent from 
her. Colonel Bil Easley was stern, mas-- 
terful, a fair fighter, a bitter enemy, a 
generous friend. He was patriarchal in his 
family life. He was long-headed, as they 
say down there, fair-minded and eminently 
just, according to the old-time code. And 
they will tell you, to show how fair Bill 
was, that even though a blood-feud had been 
going on two years and even though his son 
Clarence had joined with Clem Binning 
against the patriarch's stern rule, Bill, be- 
lieving he lived in constant danger of death 
at Binning’s hands, left a will by which his 
children all should share equally in his 
estate. :

Indian nations in old territory days, is now 
by far the richest. In 1904 oll was found 
in the Osage Nation. The Government 
leased the ofl fields and collected royalties. 
Apart from royalties the leases themselves 
bring in big sums to the tribal fund. On 
March 18 a lease on 160 acres sold for 
$727,000—-with the royalties yet to come. 

In this tribal fund each person of Osage 
blood, born prior to 1908, participates. The 
Government pays him a certain portion of 
his share. For the last several years that 
annual payment has amounted to from $12.,- 
000 to $15,000 a year, for each person. The 
right to participate in this fund is called a 
head right. 

Besides their head rights each child of 
Osage blood born before 1908 also has an 
allotment of 665 acres of land. Bill Eas- 
ley’s wife and seven of their children had al- 
lotments and head rights. The mother was 
guardian of the children. On the other 
hand, Bill Easley was a masterful man. 
“And a good husband,” she says. She was 
under his domination. 


a@ cattle dynasty of which he 
was the head. In fact, !f not 
in name, he administered the estates of 
his wife and his children. Bill could hard- 
ly write his name. He could read only 
“if he took all the time he wanted,’ 
says his widow. But he had a head for 
business and a head for figures. He was 
raised in a rough-and-ready school. But no 
one, except perhaps Clem Binning and his 
wife and Clarence Easley and his wife, be- 
lieves Bill Easley would have thought of 
robbing anyone, mueh lese his children. 
He had gone down into “the Territory’’ 
46 years ago—a boy of 10—and made his 
own way, working on farms first, then 
“punching cattle’ in the Osage Nation. He 
learned carpentry and was following that as 
a trade when he married Margaret Revard. 
She ‘had a farm then. But it wasn't big 
enough for cattle. Bill rented it and went 
to Caney, Kansas. He followed his trade, 
but there wasn't much-to do. He didn't 
mind that. He took life easy. He whittled 
dry goods boxes on the street corners, phi- 
losophized, told tales of punching cattle for 
the Brown outfit and the Herd brand down 
in the Osage hilis, and he dreamed of his 
empire that was to be. Also he drank much 
whisky then. But he paid his bills. Bill 
Easley’s credit was good as “old wheat,” as 
the farmers say. “Uncle” George B. Keeler 
of Bartlesville, a pioneer Indian trader, 
knew him from boyhood. “His word,” he

8o 
long as the family stuck together it had a 
princely domain. But if one child “pulled 
out’ there would be a checkerboard of 40s— 
like a cross-word puzszle—owned by aliens 
right in the heart of the whole.

He was a protection to 
them. He saw his children were not swin- 
died.

Meantime, the old frontiersman had built 
his palace on a hill.

Bill 
Easley’s widow says that quarrel precipitat- 
ed the killing of Dell Binning. Clem’s dif- 
fering version has been told above. 

But after the killing the ‘feud was a 
blood-feud. BEasley’s family received word 
that Clem was practicing shooting; that he 
never went anywhere without two pistols 
and a rifle. 

Clem did go armed. And he stayed away 
from Bill Easley. He knew his father-in-law 
for a deadly marksman.

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Bill brooded over the situation. In two 
years, so his friends say, he had become a 
changed man.

erpool, where Lock Ah Tam’s prestige was 
flowering like a lily pad when the gods send 
propitious April. 

Soon Lock Ah Tam owned three “Chinese 
rooming houses” in Liverpool, and the sack 
of gold he carried was always heavy. He 
established his wife in a handsomely fur- 
nished house which opened frontward into a 
vacant shop. There were no rear entrances 
or exits. As the proverb gays: ‘‘Fortunate 
is the man who has no wife or rear gate to 
guard.’’ Lock Ah Tam gave ali his atten- 
tion to guarding his front door. In the mat- 
ter of his English wife—she gave him no 
trouble. After bearing him two daughters, 
whom he accepted without beating her, she 
at last produced a son. Great was the re- 
joicing in the home of Lock Ah Tam. He 
made Mrs. Lock Ah Tam many presents and 
all Chinatown assembled at the fete in hon- 
or of the event. 


became the representative of the Jack 

Ah Tia, an organization of Chinese 
stevedores (dock coolies), which had head- 
quarters in Hongkong. When the Jack Ah 
Tia wished to treat with the steamship 
owners for more cash it was Lock Ah Tam 
who did the talking. As a side line the as- 
tute Chinese became superintendent of Chi- 
nese sailors for three British steamship com- 
panies. These connections gave him much in- 
fluence. Thousands of simple coolies looked 
to Lock Ah Tam for favors and did such er- 
rands as their master desired, in payment. 

Lock Ah Tam was a trader. He dealt in 
silks and spices, rice and ivory, but it is not 
of police record that he also dealt in opi- 
um. Maybe 80. Maybe not: However, 
Lock Ah Tam built up a reputation for hon- 
esty and benevolence. So magical was his 
name that when the Kock Man Tong, a Chi- 
nese republican party, spread to England, 
Tam was named leader. 

It is known, though, that for all hie busi- 
ness integrity, Lock Ah Tam trafficked in 
dark ways. The front door of the vacant 
shop which led into his house was kept up- 
locked. Visitors who came by night or day 
could enter without question. That is, they 
could enter the empty shop. But between 
them and Lock Ah Tam’s house was a door, 
and men told tales of holiows in the wall 
from which Tam’s hatchet men watched. 
Tam. himself, always carried an automatic 
pistol, and placed another under the mat- 
tress of the huge European bed upon which 
he and his lady slept. There were shotguns 
and rifles on the walls, and Tam explained: 
“Tl am an English gentleman and enjoy the 
sports of the country.”

built up a tremendous fortune and was re- 
puted to be the richest Chinese in Europe. 
When Dr. Sun Yat Sen was President of 
China (the Kock Man Tong supported Sen) 
Lock Ah Tam made a journey to Pekin to 
consult with him. As head of the Jack Ah 
Tia, Tam was asked to assist the police in 
delicate matters of immigration. Harried 
inspectors would come to Tam and =4say: 
“This Chink, Ah Foy, ‘as got to be deported, 
Tam. He's diseased.’ Tam would reply: 
“Permit me, plees, to have talk with thees 
Ah Foy.’ Mysteriously, Ah Foy would dis- 
appear on some ship bound for China, per- 
aviaded and financed by Lock Ah Tam. Im- 
migration inspectors estimate that Tam 
saved the British taxpayers hundreds of 
pounds by voluntarily ‘‘deporting’’ country- 
men who were not wanted in England. 


AM, being head of the Kock Man 
Tong, sat in judgment on delinquent 
members. Once he tried a Chinese 

tong brother who was accused of beating 


his white wife. Tam levied a heavy fine 
against the offender and threatened worse 


‘punishment if the beating was repeated. 


“This was the only case in Liverpool 
where a Chinese has been accused of mis- 
treating a white woman,” said a Liverpool 
detective when the story of Tam’'s decision 
got about. 

The tong leader lived In peace and felicity 
with hie white wife and half-white children. 
There was only one family problem which 
seemed to trouble Lock Ah Tam. It was 
this: 

His children were growing up as English 
children. It was all right for his daughters, 
Doris ang Celia Ruth, to join their mother’s 
race. But for his son-——no. Lock Ling Tam 


was a bright lad, and should make a good 


trader. He must carry on his father’s busi- 
ness and be a credit to the Tam ancestors. 
Tam did not like the British jabber which 
little Lock Ling was picking up from his 
mother and sisters. Lock Ling was Chi- 
nese. Mrs. Tam and the girla might be En- 
glish. Lock Ling must be his father’s son. 

‘‘My boy,’ sald Tam one day nine years 
ago, ‘‘you are 11 years old, and it is time 
you were preparing yourself for a place in 
the world. I shall send you to school in 
Hongkong. There you must learn to speak 
your father’s language and the ways of your 
father’s people.” 

Probably Mre. Tam objected. Probably 
Lock Ling Tam objected. But the head of 
the family was sternly determined. In China 
the husband is master of his wife and chil- 
dren. Lock Ah Tam could not permit him- 
self to so lose face as to respect their wishes 
in a matter touching his family honor. 

‘It is so,’ he purred, and that settled the 
dispute.

L™ LING TAM went to the land of 


until they could make rice money and lodg- 
ing fees. 

Great was the name of Lock Ah Tam and 
English papers referred to him as ‘‘the King 
of Chinatown.”’ 

Tam lived in the grand English manner. 
He sent his daughters to a private school, 
where they became the best lawn tennis 
players in the country, according to the Lon- 
don Express. He rented a “shoot’’ in 
Cheshire and gave hunting parties for En- 
gliish friends. He was never known to over- 
indulge himself in those delights of the Ori- 
ental pleasure seeker. He did not use the 
pipe and seldom gambled, unless risking 


. thousands on merchant ships could be called 


gambling. His one dissipation was the bot- 
tle. He drank heavily. Yet he was never 
known to be intoxicated. He drank as much 
as two quarts of whisky a day, but, being a 
discreet man who had many secrets which 
his tongue must keep, he took his whisky 
in a curious fashion. 


Into every glass of liquor Lock Ah Tam 
drank he placed a slice of lemon dipped in 
salt. 

“My friend, the lemon, and the salt which 
is a delight to man, protect me from the 
perils of unwary pleasure,’ Tam used to 
say in his best manner. 

Now, it was «tated in court afterwards 
that the loss of £10,000 which Lock 
Ah Tam suffered in 1924 through the voy- 
age of a Cardiff merchantman which never 
came to port unbalanced his mind and led 
him to do the horrible thing he did. This 
is palpably absurd. There is a proverb which 
says: “A wise man does not expect live 
birds from every hatching, and orders his 
affairs accordingly."’ Although Lock Ah 
Tam chose the shrewd Caucasian trickery 
of a bankruptcy proceeding to minimize his 
loss, he was far from bankrupt, and doubt- 
leas the loss of the Cardéiff merchantman 
was made up by the wily Tam !n a fortnight 
of trading, afterwards. 

No, the tragedy that came to the house 
of Lock Ah Tam did not arise from financial! 
losses. It must be submitted, though no 
English court can be expected to  under- 
atand, that Lock Ah Tam's bloddy deed was 
done in expiation of outraged family honor. 

It had its start in this wise: 


SHORT time ago Lock Ling Tam, 
A» 20 years old, returned from 
Hongkong, having completed his ed- 
ucation. Hie proud father gave a party 
in recognition of the event. Friends from 
Chinatown and elsewhere assembled for 
feasting, song and dance and much liquor. 
Lock Ah Tam, now 64 years old, and in- 
creased in wisdom, presided, with his son 
on his right hand, his wife on a low chair 
at his left and his two daughters beside 
her. After considerable whisky and 
champagne had been consumed by the 
guests Lock Ah Tam proposed this toast: 
“My son, you are a man today. I hope 


you will be as good a man as your father.- 


I have given you a good education and I w! 
apend more if you require it. I will do what 
I cap for you.”’ 

Mrs. Tam aleo made a speech, in which 
she expressed the hope that Lock Ling Tam 
would be as good a mand as his father. 

After that, Lock Ah Tam held his son in 
earnest conversation, and discovered to his 

-* 
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amazement that the nine years Lock Ling 
Tam had spent in Hongkong had changed 
him very little. 

“A jolly blow-out you’re throwing for me 
tonight, father,’’ remarked Lock Ling Tam, 
who was wearing English clothes. “I ap- 
preciate it most awfully, you know.”’ 

Then did Lock Ah Tam realize the irony 
of plans gone awry. As Ling Huang, the 
philosopher, remarked to a beggar he net 
in front of the Temple of Thirty Thousand 
Glorious Prayers: ‘‘Woe to the man whose 
son mocks him, for he will find no peace in 
the grave, and the ashes of his revered an- 
cestors will rest uneasily.’’ 

The guests noted that Lock Ah Tam held 
no more converse with his son, but looked 
morosely at his white wife and her very 
English daughters. 

When the party was ended and the house- 
hold of Lock Ah Tam was alone to itself, 
Lock Ah Tam bade his son good night and 
went to his wife's room. Presently the son 
heard his father denouncing Mrs. Tam in 
ioud and abusive language. Englishliike, 
young Lock Ling Tam rushed into his par- 
ents’ room and demanded that his father 
stop beating his mother. 

Woe, indeed, to Lock Ah Tam, the King 
of Chinatown. Here was his son, fleah of 
hia flesh, siding with his white wife against 
him. Here was his son demanding that this 
white woman should not be beaten. When 
did a Chinése man renounce the right to 
beat his wife? Lock Ah Tam was beside 
himaelf with rage and disappointment. 

The court record later described what fol- 
lowed thus: ws 


6¢ CCUBED, somewhat iil-tempered, 
A replied that he had not struck 
his wife, but the son offered to 

take her away. However, the youth then 
went alone to a neighbor’s house, but 
screams from his own home sent him 
hurrying back. Through the kitchen win- 
dow jhe gaw his father standing, revolver 
in hand. Uncertain what to do, the son 
smashed one of the panes of glass, seized a 
brass kettle on the window sill, and hurled 
it @t Lock Ah Tam. Then the youth ran for 
assistance, end, so he alleged, heard four 
shots in his flight. In the house then was 
an orphan girl, Margaret Sing, who had been 
adopted by the Ah Tam family. Running 
past her foster parents’ window, she saw 
Ah Tam holding a rifle or revolver. Mean- 
while, the wife and daughters had barricad- 
ed themselves in a room, to which accused 
was refused admission. Presently they came 
out and went down to the kitchen. The 
shooting followed. According to Margaret 
Sing, Ah Tam first fired at his wife and 
then at his daughter Cecilia. Both fell. 
Doris took refuge behind the kitchen door, 
wailing, ‘Oh, dad, why did you do it?’ and, 
‘Oh, Margaret, can’t you save us?’ Ab Tam 
is alleged to have walked up to Doris then 
and fired at her. Mrs. Lock Ah Tam and 
Cecilia died instantly, but Doris lingered in 
hospital for six weeks or more. Before the 
son returned with thenssistance he had gone 
to seek, a call signal was observed at Birk- 
enhead telephone exchange, and a voice 
over the wire said: ‘Come at once, I have 
shot my wife and two daughters.’ The 
epeaker was plugged through to the police 
station, and Sergeant Harber went post- 
haste to the house in Prince street. Prison- 
er himself admitted him, and indicated 
where the bodies lay. Mrs. Tam was dead 
in the scullery, shot in the neck, and Ce- 
cilia, in a pool of blood, also dead. Doris 
was removed to the hospital. Ah Tam, who 
had recently rented a shoot in the country, 
pointed to a gun as the weapon he had used.

He was taken to the police station, but, on 
the instructions of Superintendent Lodge, 
was not charged immediately, ‘because he 
was in a state of great agitation, his eyes 
were bulging and he frothed at the mouth.’ ”’ 

Soon it was abroad in Chinatown that 
Lock Ah Tam had rin amuck and was in 
the hands of the police. Members of the 
Kock Man Tong and the Jack Ah Tia held 
secret meetings. Presently weird subscrip- 
tion lists were going the rounds, marked 
with Chinese characters. A ‘‘defense fund” 
was being raised for Lock Ah Tam. And 
why not? Lock Ah Tam, said the denisens 
of Chinatown, had been mocked by his own 
son, blood of his blood, flesh of hig flesh. 
He had been made to lose face before his 
wife. His own son had turned against him. 


QO MUCH money came pouring in that 

Lock Ah Tam’s friends were able to 

hire Sir Edward Marshall-Hall, K. C., 
the foremost criminal lawyer of England, 
to defend him. 

But what did Sir Edward Marshall-Hall 
know of proper defense for Lock Ah Tam? 
The best Sir Edward could do was to go to 
trial, admit the facts of the murders, and 
plead that Lock Ah Tam suffered from epi- 
lepsy and was seized with a spell that night 
when he ran amucg. Lock Ah Tam had no 
hope from the first. He sat in the box at 
the Chester Assizes, surrounded by a weep- 
ing hostile crowd, and stoically listened to 
the evidence against him. 

In an impressive speech for the defense, 
Sir Edward Marshall-Hall dwelt on the ab- 
sence Of motive, and urged that no one could 
conclude a sane man committed this terrible 
crime. Sir Ellis Griffith replied for the 
Crown, and Mr. Justice MacKinnon, taking 
his first murder trial, finished an exhaustive 
summing up just before 6 o'clock. The jury 
were in private deliberation for 15 minutes 
only, and prisoner, a warder on right and 
left, stood up to hear their verdict. The 
usual question was put to the foreman, who 
replied with the one word, “Guilty.”’ 

There broke upon the stillness of this 
painful death scene the sobbing of women 
and the audible sighing of prisoner's Chi- 
nese friends. Lock Ah Team, with head 
bowed, and eyes fixed on the floor, made 
no movement. When asked if he had any 
reason to show why the death sentence 


should not be passed, his lips quivered, hut 
i, 


no word escaped them. 


HE judge's clerk walked solemnly 
to the seat of justice carrying the 
black square of cloth to adjust on 
the judicial wig. His lordship motioned 
him to pause in the operation and com- 
menced passing sentence in a voice charged 
with emotion. He observed: “You have 
been found guilty by a jury of your 
adopted countrymen, and there is but one 
sentence which the law allows me to pass. 
It would not be fitting that I should say 
anything to you at this stage. I only ask 
you to usefully employ the time that re- 
mains for you before you meet the fate 
which the law enjoins, so that when the day 
comes you may meet it with the bravery « 
man should.’ The black cloth was then 
placed on the Judge's wig and he read the 
prescribed death formula. Prisoner, stolid 
and motionless to the end, walked to the 
cells with a firm step. 

No further comment is necessary. Lock 
Ah Tam realized the uselessness of talk. 
The British law does not take into account 
the motives of a father whose son has 
mocked him. As the great teacher said: 

“Justice wears the blinders of man’s half- 
understanding.”

The Easter Piay is the soul of Bouloire; 
it is the village’s reason for being, and, 
likewise, its chief source of support. The 
900 citizens of Bouloire consider the play 
the most sacred thing in their lives. A part 
in it, however minor, is to them more pre- 
cious than the jewels of all the Kings. For 
six years they work quietiy in their fields, 
at their woodcarvers’ benches, or at their 
potters’ wheels, and Bouloire, modestly se- 
ereted in a valley well off the main-traveled 
roads that run to its more splendid neigh- 
bors, Avignon, Valence, Nimes, Tarascon, is 
little visited.
